As soon as the second shooting 
became known, Marshal Pétain made a

A curfew for Bordeaux and the dis- 
tnet has been imposed from 7 p.m., 
and all traffic is forbidden between the 
hours of 7.30 p.m. and 8 a.m. Theatres, 
cinemas and music-halls have been 
closed until after the funeral of the 
dead officer, and all Bordeaux shops 
are to be closed during the interment 
ceremony. 


FOREIGNERS BLAMED 


Marshal Pétain said:—*‘ Shots have 
been fired against officers of the Army 
of Occupation. People have been 
killed. Fifty Frenchmen this morning 
paid for these unspeakable crimes with 
their lives. Fifty more will be shot 
to-morrow if the culprits are not dis- 
covered. A stream of blood flows anew 
in France. Such ransom is horrible, 
and does not bring the true 
culprits to light. Frenchmen, your 
task is clear. Help stop this killing. 
According to the terms of the armis- 
tice we have laid down our arms; we 


have no right to take them up again 
to strike the Germans in the back. 
The foreigner ordering these crimes 


is murdering France in cold blood, 


no matter what happens to our widows, 
orphans and prisoners. Guard your- 
self against plots. Help justice. If 
one guilty man is found 100 French 
lives will be saved. I beg you not 
to let evil befall France.” i 
Admiral Darlan said :-+‘‘ We believe 
that these abominable acts are com- 
mitted by agents of a foreign power 
seeking to aggravate relations between 
the troops of occupation and the 
French population, and who hope to 
ut off the hour of peace in Europe. 
Tou interest and that of the prisoners 
whom we want to see return as soon 
as possible make it a duty to bring to 
our notice all information reaching 
you on the preparation of acts of 
aggressions, and help seize those pre- 
paring and ‘carrying them out. —

The chart was marked with various 
courses to Eire, and alleged to have 
been in possession of one of the men, 
J. Meerman, a ship’s officer, when they 
were arrested at Whitehaven. The 


internees escaped a week ago, and were. 


taken back to the island on Tuesday. 
The other men are G. J. Schop, civil 
air pilot, and N. Vao-de-Boon, ship’s 
officer. 

Meerman said that he had been an 
officer of the Roval Dutch Navy, and 
defended his country during the first 
days of its invasion. Ordered to sail 
for England, he went first to Ports- 
mouth, where he had a short job, and 
then to London, where he was arrested, 
He had no complaints, but wanted to 
home in Holland. They 
planned to reach Eire, and he thought 
the German Consul might send him to 
Holland. Meerman said that, although 
not a member of any political party. 
he was in sympathy with National 
Socialist ideals.

A West front expedition would be 
madness, said Lord Moyne, Leader of 
the House of Lords, yesterday, when 
he replied to a critical speech by Lord 
Strabolgi, who described Britain’s in-

ion. 

When Lord Strabolgi referred to n" 
American report, that the Germans had 
only 25 divisions of second-line troops 
in the West and less than 100 tanks, 
Lord Moyne retorted: “Would he 
apply himself to the air position, where 
the Germans are said to have more 
fighters copes’ our coast than they 
have on the Russian front?” 


GREAT OPPORTUNITY 


Lord Strabolgi said: “When the 
greatest opportunity of all offers itself 
for the use of our armaments at the 

resent time, apparently because of 
ack of equipment, we are unable ‘o 
strike in the West, and it is implied 
quite plainly that this is due ‘o 
shortage of equipment. The feeling 'f 
frustration and disappointment is very 
widespread in the country.” 

Lord Moyne said he understood Lord 
Strabolgi to connect failure to mobilise 
their man power effectively with the 
greatest humiliation of the country in 
this war ‘‘I am very surprised to 
hear him take that view,” he said, 
amid cheers. ‘‘I should have thought 
that the warning of Lord Gort’s 
despatches and the lesson of Dunkirk 
would have gone home to everyone who 
studies the military problem. Surely 
it would be madness for us to im- 
provise an expedition of that kind. 
Would it not be folly to denude this 
country of the army which we need in 
case of invasion? We have sent a great 
and growing force to the Near E ; 
and Í cannot imagine anything. -vhich 
would suit Hitler's game better than 
if we adopted the Chinese method of 
committing suicide on our enemy's 
doorstep.”’ 


AHEAD OF AMERICA 


The size of their population was at 
the root of their man power problem. 
The net increase in the man power and 
woman power of working age as com- 
pared with 1918 was about 5,000,000 in 
round figures.

WASHINGTON, . Wednesday.—The 
White House emphasised to-day that 
President Roosevelt wanted early atten-. 
tion by Congress to further revision of 
the Neutrality Act to permit American 
vessels to enter belligerent ports. 

Mr. Cordeli Huil, Secretary of State, 
to-day labelled the torpedoing of the 
American cargo ship Pehigh an act 
‘‘in harmony with all the definitions 
of piracy and assassination.’ It was a 
perfect example of “ the Nazi policy 
of attempting to create a reign of 
terror, frightiulness and absolute law- 
lessness on the high seas, and especially 
on the Atlantic,” Mr. Hull said.—

FALL OF TAGANROG 


The Soviet midnigh! communiqué 
states: '' During October 22 our troops 
fought the enemy along the whole 
front: After many days of stubborn 
fighting, when the enemy lost 35,000 
killed and wounded, our troops left 
Taganrog. On October 21 (Tuesday) 
thirty-four German ‘planes were de- 
stroyed. We lost eight ‘planes. Seven- 
teen enemy ‘planes were brought down 
near Mostow on Hetober 21, and four- 
teen on Octoher 29.” 

A supplement to the Soviet com- 
munque states: ‘‘Our air units 
operating on the Western Front have 
dealt’ during the last few days a series 
of violent blows to enemy aerodromes. 
Between October 11 and 18 alone, 
according to incomplete data, about 
500 German aircraft were destroyed on 
enemy aerodromes. One of our air 
units destroyed on the Western Front 
during October 21 eighty tanks, 180 
lorries with infantry and ammunition, 
and wiped out two battalions of enemy 
infantry. 


CATTLE EXPORT TRADE| 


DEPARTMENT THANKED 


Appreciation of the lifting of the 
ban on the export of store cattle, and ; 
tributes to the work of Mr. D. Twomey, 
Secretary to the Department. of Agri- 
culture. and Mr. Adams, Director of 
Agriculture, were expressed at last 
night’s meeting of the Irish Live 
Stock Exporters’ and Traders’ Asso- 
ciation, Ltd., in Dublin. 

Mr. T. W. Molloy, who presided, 
said that exporters would readily =P 
preciate what the improved price would 
mean, and every precaution must he 
taken to safeguard this position. He 
thanked the Department of Agriculture 
—and Mr. Twomey and Mr. Adams 
in particular—on behalf of the Associa- 
tion for the manner in which they 
were helping the farmers, producers 
and exporters. 

Mr. M. Prendergast said that the 
lifting of the ban came at a time 
when 1t was never worse wanted. He 
hoped, however, that the situation re- 
garding the export of springing 
heifers and cows would be cleared up 
soon; for they had been a big eye- 
sore for the-past few months. 

In reply to Mr. E. J. O'Connor, the 
Chairman said that, so far as he knew, 
exporters must buy their stores in 
Dublin, but that this would last only 
for a week. y 
_ Mr. Molloy said they had got a reply 
from the Dublin Cattle Salesmasters’ 
Association, regarding the four-shilling 
charge on fat cattle sold for export, 
advising them to refer all inquiries 
about this matter to the Department 
of Agriculture. Mr. C. D. Crowley 
said that the Secretary of that Asso- 
ciation had written a letter to the 
papers explaining the charges, and this 
explanation was the flimsiest thing he 
had ever seen. It was supposed to be

FUEL POSITION 
DISCUSSED 


GOVERNMENT TO MAKE 
STATEMENT 


A statement írom the Government 
on the fuel situation is in course of 
preparation, and will be made soon, 
it was announced at a meeting of the 
conference of Dublin parish councils in 
Dublin yesterday. 

Strong protests against the fixed 
price of wood -blocks—£3 delivered— 
‘were made at the meeting. Delegates 
gave many instances in which dealers 
were selling blocks at less than this 
price and increased the price to £3 
immediately this. price was fixed by 
the Government, 

Mr. A. Sheehan (Rathfarnham) 
said that the cost of cutting and 
delivering a ton of blocks worked out 
at 52s. 6d., and the fixed price of 
standing timber was 7s. 6d. per ton, 
which made the obvious price for 
blocks, delivered, £2 a ton. 

Mr. F. M. Summerfield, who pre- 
sided, said that they had been hammer- 
ing away at the Government for a 
statement on the fuel situation, and 
they now had received a letter stating 
that it was in course of preparation. 
He said that since their last meeting 
a considerable quantity of turf had 
been made available to coal merchants. 
The Turf Controller, Mr. Elinn, 
apparently had some plan, but he was 
the only one who knew what it was. 
Referring to the complaints of dele- 
gates that they had not been allowed 
to move turf from certain. areas, Mr. 
Summerfield said that it would be 
in the Government’s and the public 
interest for the authorities to give 
specific reasoMs for their prohibition 
of turf movements. 

Mr.;V. Dempsey (Dundrum) said 
that the Government ought to fix the 
prices of turf and timber at the bog- 
side or at the forests, and then trans- 
port charges would suit themselves to 
conditions. 

Mr. Summerfield announced that the 
Government had decided to allow agri- 
cultural machines, such as tractors, to 
be used without any increase in tax, 
for the haulage of fuel. This would 
effect some easing of the situation in 
some parts of the country. 

In reply to a question, the Chairman 
said that he had been told that the 
Forestry Division was cropping 100,000 
tons of timber, apart from scrub and 
dead wood, in the forests.

BRITISH REPORT 
CAIRO, Wednesday.—A Royal Air 


Force supplementary communiqué 
‘issued here to-day reported that last 
night’s raid on Naples was ' most 
successful,” and there was a conflagra- 
tion around a storage depot covering 
400 square yards. 

Flames rose to a height of 1,000 
feet, and a column of smoke 12,000 
feet high was visible for 80 miles. 

Many buildings were demolished, 
and the railway station set on fire. 


BOMBS ON BREMEN 
AND BREST 


The Air Ministry yesterday announced :

‘*From these operations; three air- 
craft of the Bomber Command are 
missing. 

“Ten of our fighters were lost’ in 
operations yesterday, but the pilots of 
four are safe.” 


NIGHT RAIDERS OVER

EARLY CLOSING 
PROPOSED 


RETAIL TRADERS 
CONSULTED 


A conference held yesterday in the 
Department of Industry and Commerce 
was summoned for the purpose of ask- 
ing advice in the matter of the making 
of an Early Closing Order for, retail 
distributive establishments in the 
interests of economy of fuel and light- 
ing. Representatives of each branch of 
the distributive trade expressed their 
views in relation to the special circum- 
stances of their trade. ‘The advice ten- 
dered to the Department by those pre- 
sent is summarised as follows :— 

It was ‘desirable that any Closing 
Order should be uniform and for all 
classes of shops, and that, in particu- 
lar, the Order should be so made and 
administered as not to drive trade from 
one district to another, or from one 
class of establishment to another. It 
was accepted in general principle that 
the hours should be so fixed as not to 
bring about unemployment in distri- 
butive establishments, and, further, 
that care should he taken that the in- 
terests of smaller shops, which did a 
considerable part of their trade at 
later hours, should be safeguarded, and 
that the hours should not be fixed so 
a as to cause hardship among 
workers. whose shopping in many cases 
had to be done after working hours. 

The representatives of the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce in- 
formed the conference that the advice 
tendered by the various associations 
would be fully reported to the Minister 


for his consideration, before he deciged - 


what form the Order should take.

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TOWN TENANTS TRIBUNAL 
REPORT 


SUGGESTED WARRANTY ON SALE OF 
EVERY NEW HOUSE 


P ROPOSALS made in the report oí the Town Tenants (Occu- 


pation Tenancies) Tribunal, just issued 


, include one that 


there should be a statutory implication of a warranty upon the 


sale of every new house. 


A standard should be established for all materials, in the 
formulation of which the assistance of reputable architects and 


builders should be enlisted. 


Upon the sale of every new house there should be implied 
a warranty that the settled standard had been complied with 


throughout its construction. 


Culpable failure to comply with the standard should be an 
offence severely punishable by law, apart from any civil remedy 


for damages open to the victim. 


The warranty should pass with the house, so that any 
second or subsequent purchaser should have the right to sue 
the builder on. the warranty implied in favour of the first pur- 


chaser. 


The report states that some shockin 


cases of swindles 


have come before the Courts, in which humble people have put 
their life-savings into the purchase of a house, only to find, 
when time and weather revealed the fact, that inferior materials 


d been used, and that they had lost everything. 


A FUNDAMENTAL CHANGE 


The report, a document of 237 
pages, includes an agreed report on 
a certain number of matters, upon 
which substantial agreement was 
reached, and separate reports by 
Messrs. Herlihy and Duff, which are 
by way of reservations. The Chair- 
man also makes a separate report. 

The Tribunal was appointed on_ 5th 
February, 1936, and, by its terms of 
reference, was asaed io report whether 
any hardships and abuses arose under 
the existing laws governing the letting 
on occupation tenancies at occupation 
rents of houses and parts of houses in 
cities and towns, where the house or

part of it was used wholly or partly 
as a dwellinghonse; and, if so, what 
changés in the existing law were prac- 
ticable or desirable. 

The Acts with which the report 
mainly deals are the Increase of Rent 
and Mortgage Interest (Restrictions) 
Acts, chiefly those of 1923 and 1926, 
and the Landlord and Tenant Act, 
1931. 

One of the fundamental changes re- 
commended in the Agreed Report, so 
far as the Rents Acts are concerned, 
is a new method of determining the 
standard rent upon which the legal 
rent is based, certain conditions being 
allowed so as to arrive at the ‘‘ per- 
mitted rent.’” The 1923 Act requires 
a tenant who seeks to have his con- 
trolled rent. fixed to satisfy the Court 
as to the rent paid in August, 1914, 
but as this is In many cases impos- 
sible, the Act is rendered nugatory. 
It is proposed that this condition 
should be abolished, and that there 
should be substituted the rent which 
might have been expected in a letting 
of not more than five years. 

As to liability for repairs, it is re- 
commended that in leases not exceed- 


ing 21 years the implied liability 


should be transferred from the tenant 
to the landlord, or, alternatively. that 
the tenant’s liability should be con- 
fined to repairs costing not more than 
ten per cent. of the rent reserved by 
the lease. Where t'> landlord does 
all the repairs, it is recomr’’ that 
the automatic increase of 10 per cent. 
on the standard rent should continue- 

New proposals are made for the re- 
covery of overpaid rent. 

To remedy the “' great blot “on tha 
present system, which makes the Rent 
Act Code often a dead letter so far aa 
the poorest tenants are concerned, it 1 
suggested that a limited number of 
special officials should be appointed ‘o 
make a rapid survey of complaints 
from tenants in houses of under £10 
valuation. 

The report makes a number of re- 
commendations for dealing with various 
methods of evading the acts, and with 
the. problem of the “ bogus flat.” in 
the latter connection Mr. Justi Black 
suggests that the present immunity 
from rent control for newly-created 
flats should be abolished, the Ja@™ ord 
being compensated for the cost 'f 
structural alterations by an 8 per cent. 
increase In the rent. 

Dealing with the question of im- 
provements generally, the Tribunal 
rejected a proposal that, in measuring 
the amount of compensation, the tims 
durmg which a tenant enjoyed the im- 
provements should he taken into ne 
sideration. When a new tenancy ‘* 
granted no increase of rent should he 
allowed in respect of the tenant's im. 
provements, however long he may have 
emioyed them. 

The Tribunal suggests legislation to 
end the practice by which a landlord 


who -ewns most,-if-not all;of the ip 


premises in a street or locality, -1 
who, finding that he can get enhanced 
rents by letting each shop for a dif- 
ferent essential trade, ives eacn 
tenant a monopoly hy binding the other 
tenants to refrain from carrying on +s 
similar business. ' 


RIGHT OF: USE 


Mr. Herlihy, in his separate re->rt, 
discusses various aspects of the ques- 
tion. 

He describes the speed and efficiency 
with which private enterprise, without 
any State or other support, built 
houses to let in Great Britain and 
Ireland in the century prior to 1914. 
Knowing that the State would uphold 
that principle, investors were willing 
to face the intrinsic risks involved, 
mortgagees were willing to lend money 
at low rates and builders were anxious 
to cater for them. By contrast, in the 
twenty-six counties, since 1919, there 
had been, for practical -purposes, no 
building by private enterprise of houses 
to let. Almost all the houses so built 
had been built for sale. - 

There is no practicable way of fixing 
‘‘fair rents’’ for new-built houses, he 
says; the only fair rent is the open 
competitive market rent, which was 
fair to both landlord and tenant. In

SHELTERS 

i DAMAGED - 
ANDALS, who smash the fittings 

V of Diublin’s air-raid shelters, 


were yesterday the subject of 


criticism by the Chief Air-raid Warden 


‘for Dublin, Mr. R. 8. Laurie, when he 


discussed with an /rish 7'imes reporter 
three hundred new shelters, for which 
tenders have been invited, and which 
will be built with an eye to what has 
happened in England during the past 
year. ' The shelters will have no in- 
ternal fittings, and the L.8.F. will be 
gas to keep them under observa- 
ion. 

“There has been a great deal of 
vandalism in the city’s shelters—locks 
have been wrenched away, doors have 
been broken, seats have been ripped 
out of their places, and in some in- 
stances the w.c.s have been torn out 
and carried away,’ said Mr. Laurie. 


CIVIC RESPECT 


This week his Department had asked 
for tenders for 200 new shelters. 

‘These new shelters,’ he said, 
“will have no internal fittings. They 
will have no doors.. They will con- 
tain nothing to damage or steal. The 
Gardai and L.S8.F. will be invited to 
keep a watch on them, but for the 
rest it will be left to the public spirit 
to respect these refuges for the 
citizens.”’ 

“What are the arrangements in 
connection with locked shelters ?’’ 

“ As regards the existing shelters, 
if an emergency is declared, these 
shelters will be opened and kept open 
ready to give shelter at any moment. 
As matters stand, we have placed 
a set of keys in the hands of wardens 
who are nearest the shelters, and a 
set of keys has also been given to 
reputable shopkeepers in each area, so 
that any local shelter may be opened 
immediately. When no warden is on 
the spot or within call the shopkeeper 
will act. 


DESIGNS 


Asked if the designs of the new 

shelters were adapted to cope with 
what had been experienced in England, 
Mr. Laurie said: 
‘“‘In England they had a difficulty 
in getting cement, and most of their 
shelters were built of brick. They were 
not a success. Now they are building 
mass concrete shelters such as we have. 
These mass concrete shelters have a 
roof slab and a floor slab tied to the 
walls by steel reinforcement. The roof 
slab is heavily reinforced, so that it 
may stand the weight of falling débris 
from buildings demolished by explosions. 
Our shelters are designed to support 
pressure to the extent of 400lbs. per 
square foot, and are designed to give 
protection from splinter and blast.’ 


FIRE OUTBREAKS 


Mr. Laurie referred to the forthcom- 
ing conference between the Dublin 
Corporation, A.R.P. and the Depart- 
ment of Defence. Among matters to 
be considered would be the organisa- 
tion of local fire protection, the pro- 
vision of necessary equipment and the 
organisation of fire parties to dea] with 
fires which had resulted from incen- 
diary air attacks. The idea would be 
to put before the public the facts why 
they should protect their own property, 
and to put before employés the neces- 
sity for guarding therr employment. 
Should there be a big incendiary attack 
at any time it will mean that many 
employés may be thrown out of work. 
Employers and employés are very 
deeply concerned in this matter of fire 
protection. 


RECRUITS NEEDED 


Have you had a good response to 
your recent appeals? Mr. Laurie was 
asked, and he replied :— 

‘‘We are very much in need of re- 
cruits for all services. The response to 
our appeals has not been very encour- 
aging. Í would like to say that my re- 
marks about the fire-fight aspect of 
A.R.P. do not only apply to business 
premises, but also to the suburban and

These parties should 
he in close touch with the local war- 
dens. Classes of instruction are now 
being carried on by wardens in all 
areas in order to instruct residents 
in the methods and technique of deal-

wo They who were strong ought to 
help the eon fh and needy. 

The total assets for the year, said 
Mr. Barber, were £687,304, less an 
overdraft of £28, compared with 
£686,872 for the previous hace The 
Stipend Fund showed a liability of 
£572,879, £39,450 was paid out in re- 
gular stipends, £234 in good service 
grants, and £1,366 in allowances for 
Archdeacons, Deans, Canons, and 
Rural Deans. 

The Poor Parishes Fund demanded 
serious consideration. The income 
for the year was £798, £31 less than 
the charges. The Synod at last year’s 
meeting, gave instructions to the Dio- 
cesah Council to transfer from the 
General Purposes Fund, and accord- 
ingly £31 had been transferred. Volun- 
tary contributions to the fund 
amounted to £191, compared with 
£207 and £238 for the two previous 
years, and only 32 parishes out of 
130 supported the fund. 


DRUMCONDRA’S

Arrears of parochial assessment 
amounted to £794, and unless default- 
ing parishes took immediate steps to 
clear these arrears the Council would 
have to consider withdrawing the 
stipend; or, at least, part of it, of 
clergymen of defaulting parishes. 

Mr. T. F. McKeever deplored the 
fact that Drumcondra’ Church, with a 
congregation of 3,000, should receive 
assistance from the Poor Parishes 
Fund, while there were more needy 
churches in the country. ‘‘ It has been 
stated,” he said, “ that the money was 
used for reconstruction and decoration. 
Surely they were forgetting the poor 
country parishes who really deserved 
assistance—the parishes whose churches 
had damp walls and broken doors, who 
could not afford to pay a man to clear 
the thistles away from the front of the 


| churches,”’ 


The Rev. C. H. Tyndall, of Drum- 
condra and North Strand Parish, said 
that as a result of unemployment his 

arish was absolutely up against it. 
baois they had lost over a hundred 
young men who had gone to England. 
Within the last three years two large 
new areas had been added to their 
parish, but instead of this addition to 
the congregation being an asset to the 
church, it was a liability; for many 
of the people had to receive assistance, 
In addition they had to maintain two 
large schools, one with six teachers 
and another with two. 
had ‘ crashed ’’ financially, and had 
to dispose of the services of their 
second curate. 

The Rev. R. E. Weir said that he 
had seen more hardship in one month

during twelve years in the country. 

The report was adopted. ' - 

Reference to the increase in child 
crime and the anti-social activities of 
those still of school age, or who have 
recently left school, was contained in 
thé report of the Board of Education. 
The report stressed the need for sound 
religious and moral training, and 
suggested that the State should include 
the teaching of civic duties and re- 
sponsibilities in the programmes of 
schools. The school-leaving age should 
be extended, so as to occupy usefully 
the time of adolescents whom modern 
economic conditions seemed to condemn 
to idleness and mischief. If the Churches 
could join in a crusade for better 
conditions for the rising generation, 
even the State would be compelled to 
take heed. 

The Rev, E. W. Greening, proposing 
the adoption of the report, said that 
the Trish Times, in their report of the 
Archbishop's address, had covered the 
ground of the report admirably. 


SECONDARY SCHOOLS 

Mr. A. T. Barber seconded the 
motion for the adoption of the report. 

The Dean of Christ Church, the Very 
Rev. E. H. Lewis-Crosby, said that he 
thought the system of secondary educa: 
tion needed overhauling. It was from 
the secondary schools that the leaders 
of the future would be drawn. A large 
number of small secondary schools were 
in a perilous position, and he sug- 
gested that they should change their 
vague programmes for more objective 
curricula. He hoped that the Church 
would be able to produce a band of 
secondary teachers, as was the case in 
England. 

Mr. R. M. Ryland said that if money 
to support the transport scheme was 
not forthcoming, children in outlymg 
districts might have to attend schools 
where they would be outside the Church 
of Ireland influence. It was, therefore, 
proposed that the office of inspector be 
combined, as in other dioceses, with 
a curacy-in-charge, or with a diocesan 
curacy. 

The Rev. A. S. Bluett said that the 
new MEAS which had been creeping 
across Europe for the last twenty-five 
years, and which had been demonstrat- 
ing itself recently among _better-off 
fainilies, was a great menace. He knew 
of homes where children were not 
taught to say their prayers; where 
parents were surprised, and unable to 
answer, when asked why they had had 
their children baptised. He _ recom- 
mended that a special teacher of re- 
ligious instruction be appointed to each 
school to combat this paganism. 

The Rev. R. E. Weir said that it 
would be a fatal mistake to abolfsh the 
office of inspector. He suggested that 
if the Ten Commandments were heard 
more often in church and school, 
children would gain a better under- 
standing of their obligations to God and 
State. The suggestion was made year 
aller year by certain ecclesiastics that 
these schools were dangerous to the 
morals of those who attended them. This 
was not true, and it was time that this 
nasty insinuation was not heard 
against a respectable minority like 
theirs. 

The report was adopted. 

The Rev. C. J. Tyndall, proposing 
the adoption of the report of the 
Diocesan Re-unton Committee, said 
that it was only by thinking nationally, 
and not sectionally, that they could 
combat the great peril that was facing 
their country at present. The report 
was seconded by Mr. W. B, Conyng- 
ham, ‘and was adopted. 

The Committee was re-elected. 

The Synod adjourned.

reply to the argument which insists 
that the landlord who makes a big 
income out of his houses is profiteer- 
ing, he says that where a man makes 
a big income in some manner detri- 
mental to the public welfare, un- 
doubtedly the State has the right to 
interfere, but that so long as a man 
makes an income honourably, then the 
bigger that income is the better. 

t should be a cardinal feature of 
State policy that any man who 
embarks his capital upon catering for 
the necessaries could rely upon getting 
from the State a fair play measured 
by as rigorous—if not more rigorous— 
a standard as that extended to the 
caterer for the fripperies. 


TOWARDS DE-CONTROL 

What the welfare of the public re- 
quires, he says, is a change in the 
policy which the Legislature has 
followed since 1927. He suggests that 
it is essential that the Legislature 
should move towards de-control of 
houses now controlled. The new 
statute should provide that all rent- 
controlled houses of Poor Law Valua- 
tion, not exceeding £12 in Dublin, and 
£10 elsewhere, should continue to be 
controlled until the 1st January, 1950. 
Different proposals are made concern- 
ing. houses of a higher valuation. 

ealing with municipal lettings, Mr.. 
Herlihy states that the Dublin Corpora- 
tion is building and letting three- 
roomed flats, whose economic rents 
are 16s. 6d. per week, at rents of 6s. 
per week, the balance being borne by 
the ratepayers and taxpayers. To 
meet, criticism, all Corporation rent 
books should set out the economic 
rent, together with the deduction for 
“subsidy by the public in aid of 
rent.” 


INEARNED INCOME 

Mr. Justice Black, in his separate 
report, remarks that, the policy of the 
Rent Acts is to control rents in spite 
of the contract, and, in certain cir- 
cumstances, to enable a tenant to over- 
ride contract, to retain possession of 
a house after the date on which he 
had agreed to surrender it, or to make 
deductions from a rent which he had 
contracted to pay without deduction. 
He argues that it is unsound to say 
that fair rents for houses will dis- 
courage their production. The only 
rent control now existing or proposed 
is confined to pre-war houses, and, 
therefore, fair rents cannot discour- 
age production. 

He recommends that as part of any 
new legislation dealing with rent 
control there should be a specific pro- 
vision affecting all premises, enacting 
that a grossly extortionate rent exacted 
from the exceptional stress of a firm 
or individual should be subject to 
reduction by the Court. 

Mr. Duff states that, in his view, 
the removal of rent control or the re- 
duction of the limits of control would 
operate to cause an immediate sub- 
stantial increase in rents 

Mr. Justice Black was Chairman of 
the Tribunal, the other members being 
the late Mr. John Herlihy, Commis- 
sioner of Valuation; Mr. Michael 
Colivet, Chairman of the National 
Housing Board, and Mr. John Duff, 
Assistant Secretary of the Department 
of Justice.

“REACTIONS OF RELIEF 
WORKS ” 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—It would seem that “ Artifex,”’ 
writing in your issue of the 14th inst., 
has had little experience with those 
compelled to seek work on relief 
schemes. The main fault in all relief 
schemes is the fear of those in control 
of public bodies finding direct labour 
more profitable than private contracts, 
hence their unwillingness to exercise 
an efficient control over such schemes. 

One of the basic principles of all 
reformers has been that of the use of 
direct labour in all public contracts. 
It has been felt that costs would be 
cheaper and a greater amount of work 
performed for the funds allocated to 
such schemes. It is this aspect of the 
problem that ‘‘Artifex’’ seems to have 
ignored, and his views on direct 
labour would be interesting. 

The tragic aspect of the unemploy- 
ment problem is that there does not 
seem to be any point of contact 
between the unemployed and those 
more fortunately placed. — Political 
equality is a farce if it 
does not carry with it economic 
equality, and no matter how 
well meaning people may be—and I 
am sure ‘‘ Artifex ”’ is imbued with the 
best of intentions—they cannot expect 
the man who knows that to-morrow 
means lack of a job and consequent 
hunger to be of an economical nature 
or a keen student in civic efficiency. 

“ Artifex’’ must go deeper to the 
roots of this problem and realise we 
shall not even approach our goal with- 
out a national understanding of this 
problem he so admirably brings to the 
fore, nor without radical economic. re- 
adjustments. The fear of a man on 
the relief scheme is that it may end 
before he probably gets his clothes out 
of pawn, and the fear of the employed 
man is that he might have to go on 
relief schemes. There can be no 
rational discussion of the problems 
raised by ‘‘ Artifex’’ so long as this 
fear obtains. The question,I feel is how 
to eradicate this fear.—Yours. etc.,

YING 
JUDGE TO SUM UP 
- TO-DAY 


HE hearing was continued for the 

I third day in the Central Criminal 

Court, Green street, Dublin, 
before Mr. Justice Hanna, of the case 
in which Patrick Kelly (31), of Rivers- 
town, Co. Sligo, is charged with the 
murder of Mary Brehony (239), spinster, 
on the night of 17th April last. 

Dr. John McGrath, State Pathologist, 
said that a post-mortem examination 
he carried out on the body of Mary 
Brehony showed that she was about 
40 years of age, 4 feet 8 inches in 
height, and‘an albino. There were 
on the neck injuries consistent with 
her having been strangled by some 
person’s hands. The lungs were con- 
gested and waterlogged, and from 
their condition he formed the opinion 
that she had been alive when put into 
the water. There had also been an 
attempt to ravish her. From the con- 
dition of her clothes, he formed the 
opinion that she had been dragged hy 
the heels to the river and thrown in. 


THE BLOODSTAINS 


On 29th April he examined es 
belonging to Patrick Kelly and foun 
thereon bloodstains—some human and 
some not. He formed the view that. 
if Kelly had been the attacker blood 
from the nose and face injuries of 
Mary Brehony might possibly havo 
caused the bloodstatns found on the 
lapel and the sleeve of Kelly’s coat. 
Bloodstains found. on the front of 
Kelly’s trousers could similarly have 
been accounted for. 

Cross-examined by Mr. B. O”Briain, 
K.C., who, with Mr. Oliver -D. 
Gogarty (instructed by Mr. J. Doherty, 
solicitor, Sligo), defended, Dr. McGrath 
said that old scratches and scrapes on 
Kelly’s body would result in the issue 
of blood. Every drop of blood on 
Kelly’s clothes could have come either 
from himself or Mary Brehony, because 
their blood belonged to the same group 
—it could have come from approxi- 
mately half the inhabitants of this 
country. A cut finger would easily 
account for all the bloodstains found 
on Kelly’s clothing. The bloodstains 
on Kelly could have been caused in a 
thousand and one ways. 

[In reply to Mr. Justice Hanna, Dr. 
McGrath said that it had not been 
definitely established whether albinos 
were more susceptible to collapse than 
non-albinos. 


FOOTPRINT CASTS 


Guard J. J. Murphy, Civic Guard 
Headquarters, produced a number of 
casts of footprints sent to him, and 
two of them were consistent with heel 
marks made by a boot worn by Patrick 
Kelly, but the cast impressions lacked 
detail or any particular characteristic. 
Although the marks corresponded in 
measurement, he could not swear they 
were caused by Kelly’s boot. 

Superintendent J. Devine, Ballymote, 
gave evidence of taking a statement 
from Patrick Kelly as to his move- 
ments on the night of 17th April. 

That concluaed the State case, and 
Mr. Barra O Briain, K.C., asked for a 
direction on the grounds that there was 
no evidence to connecting Patrick 
Kelly with the case. 

The Judge over-ruled the submis- 
sion. 

Mr. OBriain said he did not pro- 
pose to call any evidence.

“A FARMER’S 
UTOPIA ” 


FARMING AND RURAL 
INDUSTRIES 


Lecturing last night in Jury’s Hotel, 
Dublin, on “ A Farmer’s Utopia,’’ Mr. 
Stephen Rynne mentioned as some of 
the main features of the new order, 
remunerative prices, rural industries, a 
dividing up of the nation into agricul- 
tural zones, parish leaders conducting 
a species of collective farming, and a 
residential aristocracy. 

The need for increased farm produce 
prices in his Utopia, would not, he 
said, be to put the farmer in a position 
to pay his rent or rates punctually, but 
so that he would be able to improve 
and modernise his plant, return fertility 
to the soil, and pay his men, or his 
children, as the case might be, a decent 
wage. 


COLLECTIVE FARMING 


Far more important than prices was 
the establishment of rural industries, 
which would deal with the farmers’ 
raw materials and give employment to 
those who had no taste for farming. 

He favoured a versian of collective 
farming. The dividing up of land into 
uneconomic small holdings brought 
misery and a form of slavery in its 
train, They must aim at a middle 
course: no rural slums, and not too 
much throwing of land together, which 
would have the evil effect of killing 


land pride 

There «+ need for new blood in the 
country. He believed that it was time 
that urban dwellers gave consideration 
to the changing times that were ahead 
—the positive fact that if this country 
was to. live, if would live only as an 
agricultural country. 

Senator Martin O’Dwyer mentioned 
as a solution the development of co- 
operative societies, which would give 
the small farmer all the advantages of 
amalgamation without its ailments. 

Mr. T. J. McElligott said that two 
factors that could not be ignored were 
their complete subjection te the British 
economic system, and a complete dis- 
regard for the principles of social 
justice.
